W ITH THC BRITISH ARM IES IN 
FLANDERS, Oct. 18.— The war on the 
western front today has entersd a new 
phase— end probably Its last. 
The fighting there Is as 
different 
now from what it was in 
1914 
and 
1815 as it possibly could be. 
First, there was 
open 
warfare— 
when the Germans swept over Bel­ 
gium and France. Second, there came 
trench fighting, which etowiy develop­ 
ed until the taking of a single trench 
was an operation as big as Waterloo. 
Now one sees practically open country 
battles with the enemy engaging in a 
sort of rearguard action which, when 
fully expanded, will mean a Prussian 
roue 
• 
Only tho sudden collapse of hostili­ 
ties can prevent this curtain on the 
kaiser's three-act drama. 
(Not since the crown prince broke 
his eagle troops against Verdun more 
than a year ago have 
the 
German 
armies dared an offensive on the west­ 
ern front. 
Since tile Somme, Hindeti- 
burg has been openly on tile defensive 
and the present methods of lighting 
are the direct outcome of that gener­ 
al's gropings to And means to hold 
out. 
Lost Thousands of Men 
Tile Somme battle* were a series of 
storming operations - the 
taking 
of 
trench systems 
that 
stretched 
for 
miles in veritable mazes of support 
lug cuts and channels. 
So 
long 
as 
Hind* tthurg believed he 
might 
still 
break through the allies' lines, he con­ 
tinued bin trench warfare. 
He kept 
his front lines full of. men. 
Tens of 
thousands of his troops were killed 
before be awoke to 
the 
realization 
. that he was losing his punch. 
Hinden- 
burg dug trenches and dugouts deep­ 
er and deeper, often fifty feet below 
the ground. 
Hut his men Btill died 
like rats la trap* when British Tom­ 
mies threw bombs down the dugout 
openings or rolled charges of high ex­ 
plosives down the almost perpendicu­ 
lar stairs. 
In the fire trenches, where Hlnden- 
burg kept troops 
standing 
shoulder 
to shoulder to repel 
attack*, 
allied 
shells tore whole companies 4o shreds. 
W hile the 
great 
German 
tactician 
blundered on, 
British 
and 
French 
guns thundered and the superb Ger­ 
man labyrinth of trenches became an 
appalling shambles. 
Hindenburg Takes Defensive 
At last Hindenburg eaw a light. The 
offensive was no longer his. 
He must 
fight henceforth a defensive war. The 
famous retreat on the Somme last win­ 
ter was step number one. 
He aban­ 
doned his 
once 
precious 
trenches, 
which became a hell hole Uttered with 
p urifying corpses of German youths. 
Hindenburg’s next *tep was observ­ 
ed during the battle of Arras in April. 
His trenches were still there, but now 
thinly manned. The bulk of 
troops 
was kept in support trenches hundreds 
of yards behind. 
Gun Positions Changad 
But his plan was (Still faulty

later, at Messines, in 
June,

As the revenue already 
was $l.lo, this means that the govern­ 
ment gets a rakeoff of $3.20 on eaeh 
gallon.

saloons 
in 
Anaheim, and when the law was en­ 
acted prohibiting the use of foodstuffs 
in the manufacture of distilled liquors, 
they each laid in a heavy stock; so did 
Hie dealers everywhere in the United 
States. A revenue officer was in town 
a couple of weeks ago and gauged the 
amount on hand by each of the houses, 
and it was found that the excess tax 
would cost the thn?e wholesalers $27,- 
000, in Hie neighborhood of $9.00o each. 
It is supposed that tile retailers and 
wineries have sufficient on hand to 
bring this sum to $60,000. 
Of course 
tliis excess tax was necessarily added 
to the price at which ii wjis sold *to 
Hie consumer, consequently the man 
who drinks liquor to excess now is 
going to do a large part tovpkrd finan­ 
cing the war.
